At a meeting held in Omaha a few weeks ago Fair- 
field Osborn, president of the Conservation Foundation, 
made this statement, "We are face to face with the fact 
that we have been travelling the wrong way — that Ameri- 
ca is riding the downhill spiral — that we have to get on 
the right road or else the future of our country will be 
violently imperiled." The occasion was a national con- 
ference on land-use policy, and dealt with a serious prob- 
lem—the fact that our soil resources are wasting away at 
an appalling rate. 

Of the one billion acres of farm crop lands, open graz- 
ing lands and pasture lands in this country of ours, more 
than 250,000,000 acres have already been ruined or severely 
impoverished, not to mention considerable damage to some 
of the rest of it. Too, it is said that the nation's "woodpile" 
has declined, during the past 36 years alone. 44 per cent. 
And the effect on our water sources is evident. The under- 
ground water table is steadilv fulling.

To help provide for joint use of 
poles and wires, Rural Electrifica- 
tion administration and Bell tele- 
phone system have worked out mod- 
el contracts. These contracts are 
for REA-financed electric co-opera- 
tives and the various local tele- 
phone companies.

Insects On Tobacco 
I Can Be Controlled 

I Tobacco flea beetles can be 
controlled by DDT dust applied 
at the rate of about four pounds 
to the acre, according to Prof. H. 
H. Jewett of the Kentucky Ex- 
periment Station. Another con- 
trol is a dust containing one part 
of paris green and five parts of 
arsenate of lead, using about 
three pounds to the acre. 

Hornworms or tobacco worms, 
another tobacco pest, may be 
picked off, or dusted with a mix- 
ture of a pound of paris green 
and six pounds of hydrated lime, 
used at the rate of seven to eight 
pounds to the acre. Or a dust 
may be made of a pound of paris 
green and five pounds of arsenate 
of lead, used at the rate of six 
pounds to the acre. 

Cut worms are controlled by a 
poisoned bait made of a pound 
I of paris green to 50 pounds of 
* wheat bran. Dampened to make 
la crumbly mixture, it is scatter- 
'ed 15 to 20 pounds to the acre. 
A small amount may be dropped 
Jat each plant.

ity or other power. Even after 
the cost of keeping up the plant 
and its modern tools, the modem 
auto worker earns $10 a day in- 
stead of the $1 a day of fifty 
years ago. 

Was it wages that enabled the 
worker to increase his pay ten- 
fold? Just asking for higher 
wages didn't mean that they were 
forthcoming. There was more to 
it than that. It was profits that 
built the improved plant and 
bought the improved tools. Had 
no profits been made the work- 
ers would still be working for $1 
a day, or less. This is not diffi- 
cult reasoning, but it shows what 
profits are worth to the workers. 
Everybody Profits 
What about the public? If the 
modern automobile like the Ford 
or Chevrolet had to be made by 
hand, it would cost $50,000 to 
make at present wages. Yet, with 
modern tools such a car is made 
and sold for less than $2,000. That 
is what profits have done for the 
public. Today it is possible 
buy an automobile for 4 per cent 
of what it would cost if no profits 
had been available for better 
plants and tools. 

This money for modern plants 
and efficient tools can come from 
only two places: from profits, or 
from loans. But the business that 
is not making profits cannot bor- 
row for long. In reality, tnen, this 
money must come from profits. 
Better plants and tools couldn't 
be had without profits. If we 
stop profits we stop increases in 
wages and we stop the march of 
production toward lower prices. 
That way, we injure both workers 
and the public.
